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MARTIAL LAW DECLARED AND 
MILITIA IN CHARGE OF MILLS 


The Union Men in the Northern New York Mills Again Go on 
Strike, This Time Committing Such Acts of Lawlessness 
That the Governor Was Obliged to Order Out the Militia 
to Protect Life and Property—The Strikers Claim That 
the Owners Did Not Live Up to Their Agreement, 
Whereas the Manufacturers State That the Men Violated 
the Agreement Not to Interfere with the Non-Union Men 
—President Gould’s Statement. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., September 6, 1915.—The most serious labor 
strike known to this section of the country started last Thursday 
night at 10:30 o'clock, when the union men of the mills of the 
St. Regis Paper Company at Deferiet, the West End Paper Com- 
pany at Carthage, the Champion Paper Company at Carthage, the 
Remington Paper & Power Company at Norwood, Norfolk and 
Raymondville, the Continental Paper Bag Company of this city, 
and the Donnacona Paper Company of Donnacona, Quebec, were 
called out on a renewal of the strike which had existed in these 
four months this summer.

conditions were far more serious than during the former strike 


which had been settled only two weeks prior. 


Much Shooting at Deferiet 

It was in the town of Deferiet where the real difficulty arose. 
Intimidation and assault opened the strike, shots rang forth on 
all sides, life and property were placed in jeopardy, the sheriff 
and his two score deputies failed to cope with the situation, and 
today the little mill village with its five hundred acres of territory 
is under martial law and patroled by Company C., National 
Guard, of this city, and by the company of naval militia stationed 
here. The entire section resembles a battle front with bayonets 
fixed and rifles loaded for action. Although many shots were fired, 
presumably by strikers, during the hours following the walk-out, 
since the militiamen got on the ground conditions have decidedly 
improved. The khaki uniforms of the soldiers and the fighting uni- 
forms of the naval reserves, together with the machine gun which 
the latter stationed in a commanding position near the mill, have 
subdued to an extent the pugnacious instincts of the strikers. 
They still maintain a menacing attitude, and it is feared that serious 
trouble is liable to develop at any moment. Just how long the 


soldiers and sailors will remain on duty is not known. 


Strong Efforts Made to Avert Renewal of Trouble 

For several days representatives of the labor organizations in- 
volved, the State industrial commission and the paper companies 
had been in conference in an attempt to stem the gathering storm 
of dissatisfaction among paper makers. At each session a hope was 
felt that some agreement would be reached which would adjust 
the differences between the men and owners. The state commis- 
sioners were using every effort to avert what looked like a bad 
situation, but last Thursday had returned to Albany with the in- 
tention of promptly returning to continue the negotiations. The 
labor heads claim that they saw no chance of an agreement being 
reached, so unexpectedly issued the call which brought about the 
walk out Thursday night. 

No serious trouble has been reported from the other mills, but 
a reign of terror held sway at Deferiet, the home of the St. Regis 
Paper Company, from the very start. It was two hours before 
the sheriff and his deputies began to arrive, and during that time 
bands of strikers marched through the village making attacks on

one has been found to be wounded, and it is believed the weapons 
were used simply for intimidation purposes and to let the officials 
know that business was meant. 

The strikers have encamped at “Camp Tylkoff,” on a hill over- 
looking the mill but on the opposite side of the river. A mass 
meeting, attended by some three hundred strikers, was held during 
the forenoon, when the situation was discussed. In the early after- 
noon Friday, about fifty strikers mached across the bridge toward 
the plant. Here they assembled in the village to await action, Hur- 
ried calls were sent to Watertown for more deputies, and about 
twenty more were hurried to the plant to await expected moves by 


the strikers who were waxing uneasy. 


Governor Whitman Sends the Militia to the Scene 

During the forenoon and early afternoon the sheriff had become 
satisfied that the shades of night would bring further rioting, and 
jointly with the district attorney of the county had wired Governor 
Whitman for the calling out of the state militia to protect life and 
property in jeopardy. At 3 o’clock in the afternoon Company C 
of Watertown entrained for Deferiet, with Major Marcus H. Rice 
in command, and marched into the village half an hour later to take 
charge of the situation. Saturday it was deemed expedient to 
augment the force of soldiers on the grounds, as the company’s 
property covers five hundred acres, so on application to the Gov- 
ernor the naval militia was hastened to the scene. 

When Sheriff Hosmer received the call for help Thursday night 
he gathered twenty deputies and dashed to the scene in automobiles. 
As they entered the village they were greeted with a volley of 
shots fired by men in ambush on the wayside. None of the bullets 
took effect, although they could Be heard whining past. Between 
five and six hundred men walked out of the Deferiet plant, shutting 
down their machines an hour before the time for change of shifts. 
They were mostly foreigners, but led, it is said, by Americans. It 
was reported to the sheriff that the strikers said “we will weed 


out the ‘rats,’” and it was no time before they had driven out all 


the non-union men. 


Many Acts of Vandalism Committed 

Some of the “scabs” were chased by strikers and pelted with 
stones. One man was hit on the head with a stone and laid out 
with a bad scalp wound, a broken nose and his face badly battered. 
After they had driven out the “rats,” the strikers banded together 
and marched through the streets, smashing out the street lamps 
f as they were reached, stoning houses and breaking wit- 
As all the village is owned by the St. Regis Paper Com- 
pany, they showed no regard for property. The home of the first 
striker that went back to work during the early strike was riddled 
with stones, as also was the residence of Night Superintendent 
Witherbee, who was then in the mill. One stone thrown through 
the window fell near the sleeping baby of Mr. Witherbee One 
house was also riddled with bullets of a .38 calibre, some of them 
penetrating the walls and being found on the floor. ‘There was

Statement of President Gould of the St. Regis 

The first statement to be issued by the pulp and paper manu- 
facturers affected by the strike since the strike began four months 
ago has been given out by President G. H. P. Gould of the St. 
Regis Paper Company. His statement follows: 

“The strike of the men in our Deferiet plant began Thursday 
night at 10 o’clock. We that the men

“This company has always paid high wages and operated the 
three tour system. Excellent houses were furnished the men, with 
free lighting and water, at rentals below the fair market prices. A 
school house and two churches were built for the benefit of the 
employes. 

“A strike was called May 8, 1915, by paper makers’ and pulp 
makers’ unions, asking that the mill be run as a closed shop, and 
that a material increase in wages be granted. The company, after 
mature consideration felt that it could not grant the demands, the 
conditions in the paper business not warranting it. From May 8 
to August 16, the company proceeded gradually to operate the 
Deferiet mill, although lawless conditions existed, caused by some 
of the strikers 

“On August 9, Hon. Louis Wiard, state ‘adustrial commissioner, 
with his deputy, William C. Rogers, asked us to consider a settle- 
ment of the strike. On August 13, after <:veral conferences, an 
agreement was reached settling the strike, which was reduced to 
writing as follows: 


“*The state industrial commission through Hon. Louis 
Wiard, commissioner, and Deputy Commissioner William 
C. Rogers, has investigated the present strike in the 
paper mills in the vicinity of Watertown, namely, 
the St. Regis Paper Company, the Remington Paper & 
Power Company, the Champion Paper Company, the West 
End Paper Company, and the Continental Paper Bag 
Company. 

“‘In view of the long extent to which the strike has 
gone, and in view of the manifest desire of all concerned 
to have the present difficulties terminated, we suggest and 
recommend, after conferences with the managers of the 
mills and representatives of the men, that the strike be 
declared off at once, and all hostilities cease, and all con- 
cerned labor to secure an early resumption of friendly 
relations. We understand that no material change in for- 
mer wages and working conditions is contemplated. 

“Tt is understood that the men that are re-engaged 
will not interfere with nor discriminate against those men 
now working in the mills. The management will not dis- 
criminate against their former employes on account of the 
strike.’ 

“We were informed that this agreement was ratified by the local 
unions, and the strike officially declared off. 

“This company in letter and spirit proceeded to put this agree- 
ment into immediate effect, and took back to work former strikers, 
numbering over two hundred and fifty, in all of the available places, 
although orders for paper did not warrant it. 

“A large number of the strikers, acting, we are informed, upon 
the advice of their leaders, immediately violated that part of the 
agreement which provided, ‘/t is understood that the men who are 
re-engaged will not interfere with nor discriminate against those 
men now working in the mills 


Acts of Violence Will Be Punished and Mills Operated 

“The violence committed will be punished to the full extent of 
the law. The company will operate its property, commencing next 
week and fuliy protect its employes in every lawful way. The 
calling of this strike ends the agreement of August 13, and the 
plant will hereafter be operated as a non-union mill.” 

This mill has been entirely shut down since last Thursday night, 
but the officials announce that it will again open up tomorrow 
morning. 

The strike situation at the mills at Carthage remained quiet. 
Only five men went out at the West End plant Thursday afternoon, 
and the Champion mill is in no way affected by this strike, as the 
company took back only one man that went out on the other strike, 
and he is no longer a union enthusiast. Eight of the Italians who 
went out on the iormer strike went to the West End mill Friday 
and requested their old jobs back. After they had informed the 
officials that they were done with the union they were taken back 
into the employ of the company. No serious difficulty has been re- 
ported from any of the other mills affected, and it is believed little 
will be felt.

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TO MAKE NEW DYES HERE; 
START PLANT IN DECEMBER 


Pearsite Company, of New York and Pittsburgh, Controls New 
Invention for Making Coal Tar Dyes, Which, Accord- 
ing to Dr. Thomas H. Norton, May Revolutionize the 
Industry and End the Control of the American Market by 
German Manufacturers—Details Withheld, but It Is Ex- 
pected to Have a Plant Producing Five Tons a Day by 
December |—A New Red Dye of Interest to Paper 
Makers.

The secrecy as to the interests back of the new process for mak- 
ing coal tar dyes which, according to Dr. Thomas H. Norton, 
Government color expert, may revolutionize the industry and end 
the control of the American market by German manufacturers, 
was partly dispelled last week, when it developed that the Pearsite 
Company of New York and Pittsburgh, a newly formed corpora- 
tion, controls the invention. 


to paper makers. 


The Pearsite Company has an office at 346 Broadway, New 
York, as well as in Pittsburgh. A representative of the concern 
characterized the publicity that has been given to the fact of the 
invention as premature. He said the owners had desired to get 
operations under way on a large scale at the plant already erected 
before announcing the discovery. 

While the company’s representative declined to be quoted, he 
said that a new process has been devised for handling hydro- 
carbons, by which much of the old, tortuous systems incident to 
the manufacture of coal-tar products, are, as he termed it, “short 
circuited.” In other words, the new invention takes a short path 
to the intermediates for making colors. In addition, the new 
process creates several other products, such as dry colors of first 
quality, which it was said have satisfied several of the best-posted 
dye-users of the country. The company’s spokesman said that 
within a few days, these dyes will be on the market, and within 
ninety days the output will be 10,000 pounds a day, with even 
larger production soon to follow. Aside from saying that the 
Pearsite Company’s plant was within 100 miles of “the chief centre 
of population of the United States,” he would give no information 
as to the physical provision for turning out products by the new 
process. 


Credit to Unnamed American 

The representative also refused to tell where the concern was 
incorporated, its capitalization, or who was back of the project. 
It was learned in an authoritative quarter, however, that the 
process was evolved by Arthur L. Pearse, a mining engineer of 
many years’ experience, in collaboration with a well-known Ameri- 
ca chemist and engineer. It appears that a large share of credit 
for the discovery is due to this unnamed engineer, who has worked 
for years to simplify the production of aniline bases and colors. 
Mr. Pearse, who is Chairman of the Pearsite Company’s Board of 
Directors, supplemented the efforts of his colleague with his own 
investigations, and the new process resulted. The whole process, 
it would appear, centres around the development of hydro-carbons. 
None of the persons in a position to know could be induced to go 
mto details. 

Dr. Norton, the Department of Commerce investigator, said that 
he was still obligated to secrecy. All the facts, he added, would

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CONSERVATION POLICY OF 
NEW YORK STATE REAFFIRMED 


The Constitutional Convention, by an Overwhelming Majority, 
Adopts the Article in Which the Policy of the State in 
Regard to the Forest Preserves Is Expressed Anew—In 
Addition It Provides for the Development of All the Nat- 
ural Resources of the State—Conservation Taken Out of 
Politics—Reforestation Now Assured. 


The Constitutional amendment proposed by the Committee on 
Conservation of Natural Resources was adopted by the New York 
State Constitutional Convention by the overwhelming majority 
of 121 to 11, and will be submitted to the voters of that state on 
election day. The new article so adopted reaffirms the policy ex- 
pressed by the Constitutional Convention of 1894, that “it is neces- 
sary for the health, safety and general advantage of the people 
ot the State that the forest lands now owned by the State should 


| in addition, the new 


xe preserved intact as forest preserves.” 
article provides for the development of all the natural resources 
of the State, and makes especial provision for the extension of 
the State’s holdings in the Adirondack and Catskill parks, and 
for the reforestation of the State’s present holdings. 

The new department of conservation wil) be headed by nine 
commissioners, chosen one from each judicial district, who are to 
serve without salary. No person shall be eligible to serve as com- 
missioner who is engaged in the lumber business in any forest 
preserve county or who is engaged in any industry that uses or 
is connected with hydraulic power 


To Take Conservation Out of Politics 


The primary object of the Conservation Committee was to take 
Conservation out of politics. This is accomplished by creating the 
nine-headed commission, securing continuity of policy and cre- 
ating a department which will survive all changes in administra- 
tion, where each governor can appoint two commissioners and no 
more. Thus, permanency of personnel, State-wide representation 
and continuity of policy, so essential in the proper development of 
natural resources, are assured. 

The new article endows the department it creates with broad 
power. It is only by creating a deliberative body of nine men, 
chosen one from each judicial district of the State, that such pow- 
ers can safely be granted. By specifying an unsalaried commis- 
sion, professional office seekers are eliminated, and the services 
of men really interested in conservation—men whom no salary 
would attract—will be secured to the service of the State by the 
opportunity for public service it offers. 

The new department of conservation, as provided for in the 
amendment recently passed by the Constitutional Convention, is 
charged with the development and protection of all the natural 
resources of the State,

The Winestock De-fibering and De-inking Apparatus consists of an inner 
cylindrical tank “A” which at its bottom leads into a draft-tube “B” through 
which extends lengthwise a shaft “F,” having fixed thereon two propellers 
“Cc” and “C’” of different pitch, which are spaced apart.

Stolen Currency Paper Recovered—Forest Service to Combine 
Its Research Work—District of Columbia Paper Mfg. 
Co. to Build an Addition—Goods Bought in Germany 
Prior to March | May Reach Here—Scarcity of News- 
print in Siberia—The Outlook for Paper Exports to 
South America. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., September 8, 1915.—The fact has just come 
to light here that 1,000 sheets of the special currency paper for the 
Treasury Department, out of which paper money is made, have 
been stolen and just recently recovered. 

This was disclosed late last week when a certain convict was 
pardoned by the President. This convict, a counterfeiter, told the 
Secret Service officials where the paper could be found. They 
refuse to disclose the hiding place of the paper. Officials at the 
Bureau of Engraving & Printing state that they have not been 
short, and it is therefore the conclusion that the paper must have 
been stolen from the plant of Crane & Company, or while in 
transit. The Secret Service bureau of the Treasury Department 
do not know when or how the paper was stolen. Inasmuch as 
four bills are printed from each sheet and denominations from 
$1 to $10,000 could have been printed, several hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars could have been made. The Secret Service say 
that all of the paper has been recovered. 

A Forest Service Branch of Research 

A Branch of Research will be established in the Forest Service 
within the next two months. Its purpose is to bring together, 
under one executive direction, as many of the various lines of 
research or investigative work conducted by the Forest Service as 
practicable. 

The work of the new branch will include all of the silviculture 
investigations conducted by the Forest Service; the development 
of private forestry in the eastern states; the Forest Products Labo- 
ratory, at Madison, Wis.; the industrial and utilization investiga- 
tions in forest products conducted at Washington and at various 
district headquarters ; and the other economic investigations of the 
service, such as the study of the lumber industry now in progress, 
and studies of lumbering costs and methods, markets, etc., in 
connection with the administration of the national forests. 


The Panama Canal in Operation Just a Year 


According to information obtained here, the first year of 
regular commercial cperations of the Panama Canal was completed 
at the close of business on Saturday, August 14, 1915. Commercial 
operations began in the morning of August 15, 1914, with the start 
of the Ancon through the Canal. During the year a total of 1,317 
ocean-going vessels, in commercial or naval service and including 
yachts, passed through the Canal. Their aggregate net tonnage, 
Panama Canal measurements, was 4,596,644 tons, and the average 
net tonnage of the vessels was 3,490. 


Federal Trade Commission Ends Lumber Hearings 


Members of the Federal Trade Commission, who have been 
absent for some six weeks, are expected to return here this week. 
The Commission has been holding special lumber hearings and 
hearings on export trade combinations in various cities throughout 
the west. 

Additions to National Forest Reserve 

Assistant Forester Hall, of the Forest Service, has just re- 
turned from an inspection trip of some of the lands recently 
purchased under the Weeks law in Tennessee. While on his trip 
Mr. Hall made a study of the forest fire proposition. It is under- 
stood that the National Forest Reservation Commission still has 
about $500,000 to expend for lands under the Weeks law Con-

Shipments from Germany on Prior Purchases 


The question of allowing shipments to come from G rmany to 
the United States, payments on which were made prior to March ], 
1915, is again receiving the attention of the foreign trade advisers 
of the State Department. A quantity of dyestuffs will reach this 
country if that is allowed, it is said. 

It seemed certain that no German shipments would reach the 
United States until a few days ago it was rumored, and the rumor 
has been confirmed, that certain German shipments would soon 
reach here. The exact status of the situation is not known at the 
State Department and the foreign trade advisers have asked the 
British government for some explanation so that they will be able 
to advise American importers. A report on this is expected in 
the very near future. 


Scarcity of Newsprint in Siberia 

There is a great scarcity of newsprint paper in Siberia, according 
to a report reaching officials here. A despatch reaching here x 
few years ago is to the effect that several of the newspapers had 
to discontinue because of the lack of paper. Prices are now said to 
be 40 per cent. higher than normal. The first paper factory in 
Siberia to be erected is now in course of construction at Tomsk 
Large profits are said to lie in the development of paper factories 
in Siberia 


The Outlook for Paper in South America 

There is not a very promising outlook for increased exports of 
paper into South America from the United States except for 
printing paper, according to W. G. Wells, one of the trade’ ex- 
perts connected with the Pan-American Union here. 

In a recent interview with the correspondent of the Paver Trave 
Journat, Mr. Wells, who has for many years been studying the 
commercial possibilities of South America, explained that the paper 
standards in the Latin-American countries are entirely different 
from what they are here. “There is not a very good outlook,” he 
said, “for increasing the paper exports to South America, except 
for printing paper.” This is due, in the main, Mr. Wells says, to 
the fact that our mills will not “cater” sufficiently to their wants. 


Bulletin on Ground Wood in Preparation 


An interesting bulletin on ground wood pulp is being prepared at 
the Forest Service. This bulletin takes up the question of sub- 
stitutes for spruce in pulp making. While this subject is not new 
to the trade, according to reports, some interesting statistics will be 
contained in the bulletin which will allow the mills to go ahead 
with the substitutes with more assurance of success than ever 
before. The bulletin will probably not be ready for distribution 
for six weeks or two months yet. 


Glass for Holding Rosin Standards Is Scarce 


It is understood that considerable trouble is being experienced 
by government officials in obtaining the proper glass to send out to 
the trade for the rosin standards, which have recently been in- 
augurated. This glass has always been imported from England, 
but it is thought that it originally came from Belgium. In addi- 
tion to the diffculty in obtaining this glass the price has be¢n 
greatly increased also, 


Consuls Report that Some French Mills Are Idle 


Both pulp and paper mills seem to be suffering considerable loss 
in France since the outbreak of the war, according to reports 
reaching the Department of Commerce here. In the Rouen con 
sular district there are eight paper mills and two pulp mills, the 
daily output of the pulp mills being about 2,204.6 pounds per day 
each. Some of these mills have been shut down for three and six 
months at a time, the report says, but some are now running from 
one-quarter to one-third time.

I. F. Stone, president of the National Aniline & Chemical Com- 
pany, one of the largest single producers of dyes in the United 
States, is quoted as saying this week that the shortage in the paper 
trade is not due so much to inability to obtain colors manufac- 
tured in Germany as to a lack of raw materials. He pointed out 
that the greater part of dye used in the paper trade has been 
manufactured in the United States, but that the inflated prices 
for carbolic acid, benzol and other materials have restricted pro- 
cases, he noted, contracts for these materials 


duction. In many 


have not been filled; manufacturers are unable to obtain them at 
any price. He added that the dyes generally used in the paper 
industry are paper blues, methylene yellow, safranine and fuchsine, 
all of which have been made in the past, chiefly in the United 
States. Other important colors in the trade are methylene blue, 


methylene violet and auranine, which have come in large part 


from Germany. The latter, said Mr. Stone, cannot be obtained 
at present on account of the German embargo on shipments, 
which will probably not be relaxed unless Great Britain will al- 
low the importation of cotton in exchange.

It was organized a few months 


ago in Buffalo with the object of making a strenuous effort to 
secure for the Niagara frontier cities the additional water diver- 


sion allowed under the power treaty with Great Britain 


Shippers Must Make Declarations 


Exporters of paper and all other commodities will be greatly 


interested in the announcement which is about to be made by the 
Department of Commerce and the Treasury Department to the 
effect that on and after January 1, 1916, shippers must make their 


declaration or be penalized. 

A law was enacted some time ago by Congress making it neces 
sary for shippers to make a manifest, but this law has not been 
enforced. A fine of $500 or the refusal of clearance papers to 4 
vessel will be refused unless a manifest is presented for all goods 
being shipped out of the country in the future. 


According to one official at the Department of Commerce, the 


monthly summary of his department has been rather underest- 


mating the exports of the United States, because of fact that 
many thousands of dollars worth of goods is sent out of the coun- 
try without the shipper ever making a declaration. When pressed 
for his opinion this official said that perhaps the exports were 
being estimated 2 per cent. below what they should be because of 
this failure of shippers to declare their goods. He id that it 


is generally the small shipper that does not declare.

Dear Sir: In your issue of August 26 you reproduced a 
letter from the World’s Paper Trade Review of London, 
England. 

The editors of the World’s Paper Trade Review called the 
foregoing article to our attention and stated that they would 
be pleased to devote space in their pages to any reply that we 
thought proper to make, and having availed ourselves of their 
courteous offer, it occurs to us that the points raised by Mr. Ward 
and the replies thereto would be of interest to the many users 
of waste papers in the United States. 

In the first place we will give actual statistics as to what our 
machine will accomplish in the way of de-fibering and de-inking 
various grades of paper, together with the power required, and 
then take up the matter of loss of fiber referred to by Mr. Ward. 

Our machine holds 500 Ibs. of stock at a charge, and the fol- 
lowing will give a more or less comprehensive idea as to the 
time and power required in the treatment of various charges 
of different grades of paper stock: 

Printed Newspapers: Time required 20 minutes, including 
loading; detergent used is simply soap. 

Colored Mixed ‘Shavings: Time required for treatment of 
charge 30 minutes; detergent soap or 1 per cent of caustic potash 
or soda ash 

Magazine: Time required for treatment of charge 30 minutes ; 
detergent soap or 1 per cent of caustic potash or soda ash. 

Absorbed Writing Paper; all Colors: Time consumed, with 
out the use of any detergent or chemicals, 30 minutes. 

Bill-Poster Stock: Time consumed 30 minutes; detergent soap 
or | per cent of caustic potash or soda ash. 

Music Sheets: Time consumed 30 minutes; detergent 1 per 
cent. caustic potash or soda ash. 

Bond Papers: Time required 45 minutes; detergent soap or 
1 per cent caustic potash or soda ash. 

Arthur D, Little's Report: You will note pages 42, 54 and other 
pages following refer to quaMty and color of paper made from old 
printed papers by our De-inking Apparatus and De-inking Process.

Now as to the loss of fibre: There is absolutely no loss of 
fiber during the de-inking, decoloring, or de-fibering process, 
but there is, of course, some shrinkage during the process of 
washing. We contend, however, that by our process the shrink- 
age is reduced to a minimum for the following reasons: 

In the first place the stock, when being treated by our process, 
contains a very large amount of water and is run thin, and the 
very essence of the treatment is the separation or drawing apart 
of the fibers and a similar drawing apart or separation from 
the fibers of all ink, color and dirt adhering thereto. This is 
quite the reverse of most systems in vogue, which usually 
consist in first cooking the stock in either a closed or open 
receptacle with an 8 or 10 per cent solution of soda ash. This 
alkali liquid becoming discolored, thoroughly permeates the stock. 
The color and ink, though softened by this treatment, still ad- 
heres to the stock and has to be separated from the fibers in the 
washing engine and eventually the ink and color thus removed 
carried off through the screens of the washer. / 

By our system the ink and color are both separated from the 
fibers before it leaves our machine, and it therefore requires much 
less time in the washing engine, which is practically only called 
upon to remove the discolored water from the stock. 

This brings up a most interesting feature in connection with 
the operation of our machine, namely, that in our process 
the inks and oils become absolutely emulsified in water by the 
action of the rapidly revolving propeller blades, and are held 
in solution rather than in suspension and therefore have little 
if any tendency to settle on the stock and, on the contrary, are 
readily carried off during the washing process, and the chance 
of small particles of either ink or color remaining in the pulp 
is thus largely, if not entirely, eliminated. As a matter of fact, 
actual tests have indicated that the emulsified wash-water from 
the washing machine, containing, as above stated, the ink parti- 
cles in an emulsified solution, and also any small fibers which may 
have escaped through the washing cylinder, can be run into 
settling tanks or save-alfs and the fibers settle to the bottom 
and are not discolored by the emulsified ink solution. ‘Of course, 
any filler, sizing, color or ink would be lost in the process of 
washing. The actual loss of fiber would be reduced to the mini- 
mum owing to the fact that the stock requires less time in the 
washer for the reasons above set forth. 

What our machine accomplishes is so unusual—if not revolu- 
tionary—that it is difficult for any paper manufacturer, who has 
not seen the machine in operation, to give full credit for our 
claims for it.

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AMERICAN PAPER IN SPAIN 


Consul Wilbur T. Gracey, Stationed at Seville, Spain, Outlines 
the Possibilities for the Sale of American Paper and Pulp 
in Spain and Tells of the Kinds Used, Present Sources of 
Supply and How to Go After the Business. 


In response to inquiries received from an American paper 
manufacturer, circular letters have been sent to the various 
dealer in this city, writes Consul Wilbur T. Gracey, located at 
Seville, Spain, and the replies show that there may be a possi- 
ble opportunity for the sale of American paper at this port. 

Paper has been received here from Germany, France and 
England, the importations at Seville during 1913 amounting to 
8,235,774 pounds. The total fell off in 1914 to 4,872,358 pounds, 
largely on account of the war and the closing of the principal 
sources of supply. Paper statistics of the customhouse, with 
weight in pounds, are:

Latest Statistics of Importations of Paper Pulp 

The latest statistics available for all Spain, those of 1913. 
which are perhaps a better index than would be the abnormal 
figures of 1914, show that the total importation of paper pulp 
for that year was 46,000 metric tons (metric ton = 2,204.62 
pounds) with an of $932,000, the countries of 
origin being: Germany, 9,000 metric tone; Austria, 67; Bel- 
gium, 375; Cuba, 6; United States, 276; France, 196; England, 
739; Holland, 142; Norway, 8,479; Portugal, 60; Russia, 2,682;

Prices Quoted in American Currency Confusing 
The quoting of prices on paper in American currency is very 
confusing for this market, as quotations made by the local 
firms are in pesetas (1 silver peseta varies almost daily, the 
present value being 18.32 cents, but the gold peseta has a fixed 
ratio with gold of 19.3 cents). French firms quote in francs, 
which has a fixed ratio of 19.3 cents, the same as the gold 


peseta, and American firms can probably not do better thay 
use this as the basis of quotations for the local market, as jt js 
and other 
kuropean countries usually have an advantage over Americans 


a fixed currency well known to the trade. French 
in that they are near enough and sufficiently familiar with the 
trade to be able to make quotations c. i. f. Spanish ports, 
while as a general rule the best quotations from America are 
always made f. o. b. shipping port in the United States. The 
quoting of prices f. o. b. factory, which is sometimes done jn 
the United States, is exceedingly confusing to the Spanish 
trade and should not be used, if it is possible to avoid doing 
so. 

Francs may be considered as the currency of quotation for 
paper sold on this market, as it is almost always used. Local 
firms usually receive terms of 30 days on small quantities and 
from 90 to 120 days on orders of importance. Practically 
all the German, Austrian, French and English firms exporting 
to this market grant terms of 90 days. Cost of packing is 
not usually included in the price of the goods. No special 
methods in packing paper are mecessary for this market. 

It is important in giving particulars of paper to carefully 
specify the weight per package. 


Approved Methods of Making Shipments 


Letters addressed to firms here should be in Spanish, as 


English is little used and usually not understood. Postage 
should be fully prepaid, as many complaints are received of 
underpayment. Full foreign postage of 5 cents is necessary 
on mail for this country. Cargoes intended for Seville may be 
shipped direct from New York by steamers of the Trans-At- 
lantica Line or the Gans Line, which have direct services to 
ports within this district. The Trans-Atlantica is considered 
the most speedy, as its steamers stop at Cadiz on the outward 
voyage, while those of the other line do not usually make 
Seville or any other port in thts district until their homeward

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A CASEIN COATING COMPOUND 


Important Improvements in a Compound Used for Coating Is 
Claimed in a Recently Issued Patent Granted to the 
Casein Company of America—A Full Description of the 
Process of Manufacture. 


Paper coating compositions form the subject of a recent patent 
issued to the Casein Company of America (assigned by Mr 
Andrew A. Dunham). 

In previous improvements, starch was treated to adapt it for 
use in the coating of paper. Oxalic acid was employed for the 
modification of the starch, such modification being arrested at a 
stage to adapt the resulting product for subsequent admixture 
with a suitable base or filler to produce a coating on paper, which 
will be strongly adhesive to the paper. It has been found that 
by the addition of casein the composition so produced will be of 
a thin flowing consistence, and may be applied to the paper uni- 
tormly, smoothly and tenaciously, and without leaving brush 
marks upon the finished surface. 

In carrying out the invention the manufacture is contemplated 
of a substantially dry product suitable for storage and transporta- 
tion, although it may be practiced, in the coating of paper, with- 
out the production of an intermediate dry product. 

In practice, the patentees first treat the starch without breaking 
up the starch granules, and with the employment of the minimum 
amount of water as the dissolving medium for the modifying 
agent, i. e., an amount sufficient to bring the modifying agent into 
intimate contact with the individual starch granules throughout 
the mass; the mass is then dried until it has been brought back to 
substantially the condition of dryness of the original starch, 
which usually contains from 9 per cent. to 10 per cent. by weight 
of moisture. 


How the Drying Is Conducted 

The drying operation is preferably conducted in vacuo, and at 
a temperature insufficient to break up the starch granules, and 
the modifying action of the acid or its equivalent is continued 
under the stimulating effect of the existing temperature conditions 
prevailing in the vacuum drier, until arrested at a stage corre- 
sponding to the viscosity contemplated for ultimate incorporation 
with the mineral base. In order to thus arrest the modification 
and to positively insure against its recurrence in the mass, there 
is employed an alkaline reagent of any suitable kind, and which 
may be, for instance, an alkali which when added to the acidu- 
lated modified starch will act as a neutralizing agent, and will so 
adapt the product, that, when added to the mineral base, there will 
result no such thickening up of the same into a pasty mass as 
would make it unsuitable for paper coating. On the contrary, the 
product, when thus added to the mineral base, will run smoothly 
when applied to ordinary coating machines. 

It has been found that ammonia possesses this property five to 
one. A suitable liquor made in a known manner is preferably 
used for the reason that the employment of ammonia permits of 
the complete neutralization of the mass with the production of a 
neutral salt and the volatilization of any excess of ammonia em- 
ployed. To produce the dry product, the neutralized modified 
starch may then be dried in any usual manner. To the dry 
product there is then added finely powdered casein, which has 
first received an addition of some suitable alkaline material, such 
as an alkali. 

In order to more fully describe the production of a dry product, 
an instance is given of its commercial practice, under preferred 
conditions: 800 pounds of: the starch to be modified are admixed 
with a solution consisting of 40 pounds of oxalic acid crystals 
dissolved in 200 pounds of water, and the mixture is stirred in an 
apparatus of the type of a dough mixer or the like until the solu- 


tion has been uniformly and homogeneously incorporated with the 
starch granules. 

At the conclusion of the mixing operation, the starch mass wil] 
have absorbed the solution of oxalic acid, and will | sufficiently 
damp so that, if a portion of it is squeezed in the hand, it will 
have sufficient cohesion to barely ball or cake together, showing 
the imprint of the fingers. In some instances, a greater or les 
amount of oxalic acid may be employed, but the amount of oxalic 
acid should preferably not fall below from thirty to thirty-five 
pounds in any case in a mixture of the relative qualities of starch 
and water above noted. So, also, a larger proportion of water 
may be used, but, in that event, a corresponding additional burden 
would be imposed upon the drying apparatus empleyed in the next 
stage of the manufacture. The dampened mass of starch, homo- 
geneously admixed with the solution of oxalic acid, is next ip. 
troduced into a rotary vacuum drier, which is preferred for the 
reason that it insures the uniform conduct of the process during 
this period, and particularly because it permits the speeding up 
of the drying operation, at a temperature which is safely below 
the limits of the temperature which would break up the starch 
granules and convert the mass into a paste. 


A Rotary Vacuum Dryer Used 

A rotary vacuum drier is provided with a steam jacket, which 
may conveniently be supplied with steam at, say 20 pounds super- 
atmospheric pressure, corresponding to a temperature of about 259 
degs. F. Within the vacuum drier it is preferred to maintain a 
vacuum of say 20 inches, so that the internal temperature during 
the drying operation shall be correspondingly restricted well below 
the limit of the breaking up of the starch granules. It is found 
that at the termination of a period varying somewhat with the 
prevailing conditions, but usually about one hour and a half, and 
while the drier is rotating at an average speed of from five to 
six revolutions per minute, the water of solution has been prac- 
tically expelled, leaving the starch with about its original content 
of moisture, say 9 to 11 per cent. by weight. Under the continued 
action of the heat, the oxalic acid exerts a continued modifying 
action upon the starch, and, at this stage of the operation extreme 
care must be taken to supervise and test its progress, so that it 
may neither fall short of nor exceed the limits necessary for 
the ultimate result. To this end, from time to time, the rotation 
of the drier is interrupted, and a sample of the contents is taken 
and quickly tested for viscosity. 


The Viscosity Test 

A suitable viscosity test, used with successful results, consists 
in comparing the rate of flow of a standard solution of the test 
sample, neutralized and boiled, with the rate of flow of water 
through a burette, delivering 58 c.c. of water in a period of half 
a minute. The burette has a length of 36 inches, and an internal 
diameter of 54 of an inch. To 100 grammes of the dry starch is 
first added 400 grammes of cold water. The water and starch are 
stirred well together, and sufficient ammonia of 26 degs. Baume 
is added to make the solution alkaline. The mixture is heated to 
between 185 degs. F. and 190 degs. F., thereby breaking up the 
starch granules. Then enough cold water is added to produce a 
volume of about 970 c.c. of the mixture at a temperature of 10 
degs. F. In the meantime, the burette has been brought to the 
same temperature, and the burette is filled with the solution and 
its rate of flow tested. When the test of any particular sample 
(with due allowance for the time occupied by the making of the 
test) indicates that the starch in the drum will respond to a vis 
cosity flow of from 40 c.c., or thereabout, to 45 c.c. or thereabout

Excessive prices for potash and its products have developed as 
a result of the prohibition of its export by Germany. Most of 
the European countries, as well as the United States, obtained 
their supply from Germany, and these have now turned to Amer- 
ica to fill their needs. The demand for potash by the warring 
nations is large, according to chemical experts, and the American 
market, without sufficient quantitty to meet home requirements, 
has been called upon to supplant Germany as the source country. 
Prices have risen from 100 to 1,000 per cent. in the potash market. 


Coal-Tar Derivatives Scarce 

While some chemicals are scarce owing to an actual shortage 
of supply, prices on others have risen chiefly because of abnormal 
demand. This is especially true of coal-tar derivatives of any 
description, of caustic soda, and of carbolic, nitric, picric and 
sulphuric acids. All these products are used in the manufacture 
of high explosives, and even where an attempt has been made to 
enlarge the domestic production, there has been little effect notice- 
able on the prices. Only in the case of benzol is a decrease 
shown, the price having fallen from $1.25 a gallon on May 1, to 
$1 a gallon at present.

So great is the scarcity in many lines that no order at any price 
will be accepted calling for delivery inside of five or six months, 
and in some instances large manufacturers have engaged their 
entire plants for a year ahead. The export Sales have increased 
to such an extent that manufacturers believe the limit of high 
prices has not yet been reached and can see no prospect of the 
market becoming easier. Speculation, which was common at the 
beginning of the war in chemicals that had been imported, is re- 
ported completely stopped by the high price level and has ceased 
to play a part in determining the character of the market. 


Imports from Italy Cut Off 
Italy’s entry into the war has been a factor that has strongly 
influenced the chemical situation recently, manufacturers say, The

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Foreign Demand Large 

Exhaustion of the supply on hand explains the unusual rise in 
the price of saccharine, which has occurred almost entirely in re- 
cent months. Dealers point out that the demand for this chemical 
is not excessive, but that the stock in this country has given out. 
The advance in quotations on quinine result from the further cur- 
tailment of cinchona bark shipments from Java to Europe, the 
greatly increased salts taken by European consumers and the con- 


sequent suspension of auction sales in Amsterdam and other 
centers. 

Acetone has been marked up owing to growing scarcity and the 
prices of acetate of lime. European purchasers are chiefly re- 
sponsible for the advance on bismuth and bromide preparations, 


it was said. Orders for potash and potash products are being 


placed not only by Europe, but by South American houses and 
other interests which formerly got their supplies from Germany. 
In this country preparations of sodium are largely replacing car- 
bolic as a disinfectant, and this condition was considered as play- 
ing a part in the rise in price of these chemicals. 

Increased production of coal tar products, it was asserted, is not 
likely to help the situation as far as chemicals are concerned, as

Due to the holiday, the past week was rather quiet. A large 
number of jobbers kept closed doors on Saturday as well as on 
Labor Day, which of course had the effect of shortening the week 
considerably. The general outlook, however, appears very encour- 
aging and even the more reserved veterans of the trade are now 
‘predicting better business in the near future. It is quite inspiring 
to note that a number of mills which have been idle for several 
months are now being started up with orders in hand or preparing 
to run in the near future. Reports from the manufacturers only 
serve to emphasize their previous statements of progress. A great 
deal of interest is being displayed in the governmental efforts to 
remedy the dye situation. From the statistics which have thus far 
been received, it is believed that, by December, the plans which are 
now being executed will materialize and some relief will be felt. 
There is little doubt that when some of the deep tinted colors can be 
obtained with less difficulty, a number of manufacturers will be 
able to operate on a much better capacity. 

The outbreak of the strike throughout Watertown, during the 
week, reacted strongly on the newsprint market. News had been 
growing firmer for some time, owing to the large tonnage which 
was removed from the market by reason of the recent labor 
troubles. It is estimated that the production of all of the mills 
affected by the strike is close to 300 tons daily. A curtailment of 
the country’s output by such a tonnage, at this time when the 
market is expected to show improved activity, would undoubtedly 
add remarkable firmness to news. It is hard to make any pre- 
dictions, but it does seem that, owing to the fact that the paper 
makers will be able to find work at harvesting, that they, on their 
part, will be able to hold out for several months. 

Side runs are firmer now than they have been for some time. 
While the holiday was responsible for practically all lack of ac- 
tivity, during the week, in tissues—for that matter, in nearly all 
kinds of paper—there is a noted tendency to improve. Manufac- 
turers believe that those buyers who are holding out for low 
prices are very indiscreet, for they feel that it is only a question 
of time before the sulphite problem will react on tissues. Con- 
tinued briskness is reported in crepe and toilet papers. Makers 
of manila wrappings, in both the cheaper and more expensive 
grades, are very optimistic. Orders, they say, plentiful. A 
few manufacturers have raised their prices. do not seem 
to show to any better advantage. Krafts continue in weak de- 
mand with prospects still somewhat uncertain. 
in boards.

More life is visible 
A few grades are selling at better prices. Book 
papers are tending to improve. Bags are quiet, but an improve- 
ment is anticipated in the near future. As the prices of bag 
papers are growing firmer, it is believed that an advance in bags 
is due soon. 





Mechanically Ground Wood Pulp 

This market cannot be said to show much inclination to im- 
prove. It is true there is a good foreign inquiry for stock and 
that this inquiry is growing continually, but the difficulties in 
getting the proper transportation facilities are such that it is prac- 
tically impossible for domestic grinders to avail themselves of 
the opportunities which they present. France is looking for 
ground wood, as is Italy and many of the South American coun- 
tries. The demand among the domestic news mills is poor for 
they have all been @Je to operate their own grinders, owing to 
the good condition of the water supplies. The prospects of a 
fairly long strike in Watertown are not regarded with any amount 
of satisfaction by the grinders. 


Unbleached Sulphite Pulp 

Slightly improved interest in unbleached sulphite pulp is being 
shown manufacturers of paper. Several mill owners are begin. 
ning to consider the many warnings which have been given them 
by the importers and a few attempts have been made to cover 
up for the coming year. But difficulty is being experienced jp 
contracting for any future shipments of chemical pulp. The for. 
eign mills are reported to be operating at a good capacity in their 
endeavors to supply the wants of the many European countries 
which are paying well for their pulp. Even at the advanced prices, 
importers say it is only possible to contract for limited shipments, 
In view of this fact and of the fact that the stocks on our docks 
are now so greatly reduced that they can hardly be considered 
a factor in the market, it seems plausible to surmise that a de- 
cided change will be witnessed before very long. Importers have 
agreed that within less than sixty days, quotations will jump eyen 
higher than they are at present. No efforts are being made now 
to sell pulp below the market price. In fact dealers prefer tq 
wait, knowing that they cannot replace their stocks at the prices 
which can be obtained. A Canadian mill is to start operation 
shortly with a daily capacity for 50 tons of unbleached sulphite, 
Of course, this will be some relief. But when business improves 
in the Fall, as all seem to feel it will, it will require much more 
than this production to be of any great service. The problems of 
supplying Norway and Sweden with sulphur, rosin, coal and 
other necessities remain still unsolved. 


Bleached Sulphite Pulp 


With the exception of a continued firmness, bleached sulphite 
remains practically unchanged. A little better inquiry is reported, 
but this seems to be merely the result of efforts to find out just 
what the status of the market is. The available supplies of 
bleached pulp are diminishing rapidly and it is impossible to buy 
stocks at less than the prevailing high quotations. The prospects 
of future supplies from abroad are dubious. advices 
state that the shortage of bleaching powder is now in the acute 
stage and that it may result in several of the bleaching mills ceas- 
ing operation. 


Foreign 


Practically no supplies can be obtained from Eng- 
land, for the British are utilizing their bleaching powder in the 
manufacture of explosives. While considerable quantities of this 
chemical have been shipped from the United States, the delivered 
costs are almost prohibitive and the facilities for transportation 
are insufficient to take care of the entire demand. Several of the 
Scandinavian mills threaten to discontinue any further shipments 
of bleached pulp. 





Sulphate and Kraft Pulp 

Conditions in sulphates and krafts are similar to and sympathetic 
with those existing in the other chemical pulp markets. There 1s 
not the activity which would be expected in a situation such as 
the present. The fact is that the movements of sulphates and

ALUM.—The demand for alum continues very satisfactory. 
The shortage of potash alum has caused an increase in the volume 
of business in this market and is keeping the tendency upward. 
Lump alum is quoted at 3.60@3.80c., ground alum can be had at 
3.75@4c., while powdered alum is going at 5@5'c. 

BLANC FIXE.—Blanc fixe is holding down remarkably well, 
considering the extreme shortage of raw materials. The produc- 
tion is limited and it is somewhat difficult to secure any large 
quantities of stock. The cessation of imports from Germany has 
affected the domestic market considerably. Manufacturers are 
not offering blanc fixe, but are merely looking out, insofar as is 
possible, for the wants of their customers. Prices are nominal— 
37%4@4c. per pound, dry, New York, is being quoted by several 
firms, for limited supplies. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—One of the great factors in the 
bleaching powder market, at the present time, is the continually 
growing strength of the foreign inquiry. The fact that England 
is utilizing much of her stock in the making of explosives has re- 
verted much of the inquiry to this country, and it is thought that 
the prospects for this materializing into real business in the near 
future are very good. The home demand is brisk, and the market 
continues advancing. Makers quote 1.30c. a pound for large quan- 
tities, 1.40c. a pound for carload lots and higher in proportion 
when ordered in smaller shipments. 

BRIMSTONE.—The tendency of brimstone is to harden. The 
home demand is fairly sctive and the inquiry for export is im- 
proving. Owing to the extreme difficulties in getting the proper 
transportation facilities, some of the foreign business is not ma- 
terializing. The fact that brimstone is contraband of war is 
thought to have some bearing on the foreign trade. Quotations 
are firm at $22 a long ton for New York delivery and $22.50 for 
Baltimore. 

CASEIN.—There has been no halt in the upward movement of 
casein. The domestic production has not been increased, nor 
have the shipments from abroad been of such a nature as to make 
any material difference in the available supplies in this country. 
Little can be expected from the European continent. Owing to a 
poor pasturage from Argentina has been suffering, not 
much more seems to be forthcoming from that country. The high 
level of the cheese market is undoubtedly the most important fac- 
tor in the cause for the present scarcity of casein. The unusual 
demand from Europe for cheese, powdered milk and powdered 
milk products has resulted in very high prices for these goods. 
Hence it has become much more profitable to use the raw ma- 
terials in the manufacture of cheese, than in the making of casein.

The demand is somewhat 
brisk and, owing to the scarcity of raw materials, is forcing prices 
upward. From present indications, it is likely that this condition 
will become more acute. Quotations during the week averaged 
40@45c. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—This market is tending strongly to advance. 
Caustic soda is sold far ahead and several firms report that they 
have nothing to offer. No relief for this condition is expected for 
several months, before which time it is likely that buyers will be 
paying prices much higher than the present ones for caustic soda. 
Sellers are quoting 2%@3c. for 70@74 per cent., basis of 60 per 
cent. at the usual 10c. per 100 pounds advance, f. o. b. works; less 
than carload lots are quoted at 10c. per 100 pounds, basis of 60 
per cent., over car lot prices; powdered, 76 per cent., is held at 
34%4@3x%c., according to quality.
